Do you think that with his oratory it is 
he who breaks down the barriers of ig- 
norance and prejudice among our alien 
population" Do you think it is he who 
makes American soldiers of them? 
It 


is not. It is the public school teacher. 
Day after day, year in and year out, by 
virtue of her personality, her patience, 
her training, she works witli whatever 
material is .sent her. She takes the lit- 
tle alien fresh from foreign lands, and 
with no word of English. Kindly and 
sympathetically she enters into his life 
and into the life of hla family. Slowly 
but surely she breaks down the preju- 
dices born of autocratic rule, and re- 
places them with a love of democracy. 
She teaches him,* and through him, his 
parents, that this really is the land of 
the free and the home of the brave. She 
turns him over to you, a citizen of the 
United States in all that the term Im- 
plies, and if you would see 
a 
living 


monument to her faithfulness to her 
task, u. living expression of her patriot- 
ism, of her loyalty, let me point to tlu 
million and a half of men who have 
rallied to the colors in less than one 
short year. The wonderful spirit of the 
army and the navy was not called into 
being at one or two patriotic gather- 
ings, nor even at a cantonment. It was 
born in the- schoolroom; it was bred in 
the schoolroom, and it is reaching its 
consummation on the battlelield.

man. I doubt if there arc any soldiers 
abroad, who are citizens of the United 
States, who have not received the who's 
or a part of their education in the pub- 
lic schools. We may be sure, therefore, 
that they 
will have 
good American 


ideals, and that they will make good 
soldiers. 


"J think it is very important that the 


work of education should go on in Mas- 
sachusetts hi times of war. 
There may 


be temptations to go into the work nf 
making munitions, or some such line of 
work, but let us remember that that 
art, we hope, is for a brief period, whils 
the art of the school teacher is going to 
be permanent. I have bad the pleasure- 
within a short time of signing two hills 
of interest to the teachers. Their work 
in the education of tho -American citi- 
zen is necessary to the perpetuity of 
the government. It is necessary to have 
that work done, and we are going to 
have a call for the highest qualities of 
citizenship, after the war. 
The war is 


going to leave some groat problems, 
and they must be faced, both 
by the 


men and the women. If war is treated 
as the devil's work—and I think it is in 
its inception, in those who are respon- 
sible for it—then we must keep 
the 


forces of civilization and niorality al- 
ways mobilized, and the public schools 
of the country contribute, a great de:U 
to the mobilization of the forces! of goo-1 
citizenship. 


"I think most of UK understand why 


we are in the war. 
In the first place 


the immediate cause was the attitude of 
Germany in murdering men and women 
on the high seas, contrary to the laws 
of nation?. The president of the United 
States dirt his utmost to keep UK out of 
the war, but there came a time when it 
was necessary to choose between war 
and 
the 
abandonment 
of our 
Kelf- 


respeet as a nation. 


"It must be admitted that we have n 


very great problem before us. We have 
been accustomed to think of ourselves 
an entrenched between the Atlantic and 
the Pacific, and now we find that the 
same ocean makes a rampart for our 
enemies, and we are compelled to cro-is 
that ocean in order to light them, tic- 
ing i" the war, we. arc not merely to 
assert the: ri^ht of Americans upon the 
high seas, but to uphold the cau.se of 
our allies. Germany, iftidcr the domin- 
ation of the ruling caste, has bccoitic a 
distinct menace to the independence and 
the freedom of all the nations of 
the 


world. 
Who is now disclosing her Teal 


purpose concerning Russia. Germany 
in the reichstag declared for no annex- 
ations and 
no indemnities. Germany 


did not conquer Itussia, 
but 
she 
liny 


stripped Russia of 
40.000,000 
of 
her 


people, and of various provinces. 
Al- 


though it was announced months ago 
that she had made peace with Russia, 
v e see her today making war upon the 
people -with whom she claims to bo at 
pence. What can we do with a nation 
like that? There is only one thins that 
we can do, and that is to meet her 
-* ith force. Notwithstanding Germany's 
claim to kultur, the great civilized na- 
tions of the world are ranged against 
her. 
There is a great distinction be- 


tween civilization and kultur. 
Kultur 


means simply efficiency. 
And even the 


submarine, the flying machine and the 
machine gun were American inventions. 
Germany has a knack of taking the 
ideas of other people and adapting them 
to her own use. 
But Italy, France, 


Great Britain and America are ranged 
against her, and I cannot believe, un- 
less barbaraism is to be triumphant, 
that those bft:-barians will prevail over 
civilization. 


"We must conquer Germany. That 


has been determined by events. 
But 


that is not all. we are after bigger 
game than Germany. We are after th.j 
spirit tluit animates Germany. 
We aro 


after the spirit of conquest that ani- 
| mates ambitious nations. We want to

ment of "a KUflloient law striking at 
the unjuslicablo and vicious practices 
of commercial, bribery" was urged OH 
congress today by the Federal Trade 
commission. 


Kach person participating 
in 
any 


such transaction should be reached by 
a. criminal statute, in t!io opinion of 
the commission, which recounted that 
investigation had revealed commercial 
bribery to be general throughout many 
industries. Scores uf complaints have 
been issued against linns guilty of tho 
practice, but the commission, having 
no criminal jurisdiction, has been un- 
able to punish individuals and has had 
to deal with commercial bribery only 
as an unfair method of competition. 


"It should be noted," nays the com- 


mission, "that tho practice appears to 
Iwvo been most general on the part 
of the concerns 
in 
introducing 
the 


goods and wares to German linns." 


Commission's Recommendations 


The commission's recommendations 


said in part: 
"These bribes lake the form of com- 


missions for alleged services, of mon- 
ey and gratuities and entertainments 
of various sorts, and of loans all in- 
tended to influence employes in the 
choice of materials. 
It is evident that 


this inexcusable added cost is tinally 
passed on to the consumers. 


"Corrupt employes having the pow- 


er to spoil and disapprove materials 
havo been able to bid one salesman 
against another until in many cases 
they have extorted 
secret 
commis- 


sions, so-called as large as ^!0 per cent 
of the value of the goods sold. 


"Fourteen states have statutes strik- 


ing at the practice and yet it tends 
to grow. When competition 
crosses 


state lines, atnte statutes with respect 
to trade practices are not actively 
enforced. 
"The 
commission 
feels 
that 
the 


stamping out of commercial bribery is 
one necessary step to the preservation 
of free, open and fair competition."

"1 Ihink it is very important that tho 


work of education should go on in Mas- 
sachusetts in times of war. There may 
be temptations to go Into.the work of 
making munitions, or some such line of 
work, but let us remember that that 
art, we hope, is for a brief period, whihs 
the art of the school teacher is going to 
be permanent. I have had the pleasure 
within a short time of signing two bills 
of interest to the teachers. 
Their work 


in the education of the American citi- 
zen is necessary to the perpetuity of 
the government. It is necessary to have 
that work done, and we are going to 
have a call for the highest qualities of 
citizenship, after the war. 
The war is 


going to leave some great problems, 
and they must be faced, both by 
the 


men and the women. If war is treated 
as the devil's work—and I think it Is in 
its inception, in those who are respon- 
sible for it—then we must 
keep 
the 


forces of civilization and morality al- 
ways mobilized, and the public schools 
of the country contribute a great deal 
to the mobilization of the forces of good 
citizenship.

industries. Scores of complaints have 
been issued against tirms guilty of the 
practice, but the commission, having 
no criminal jurisdiction, has been un- 
able to punish individuals and has had 
to deal with commercial bribery only 
as an unfair/ method of competition. 


'U should be noted," says tho com- 


mission, ''that the practice appears to 
have been most general on -the part 
of the concerns 
in 
introducing 
tho 


goods and wares to"-German firms." 
Commission's Recommendations 


The commission's recommendations 


said in part: 


"These bribes, take the form of com- 
missions for alleged services, of mon- 
ey and gratuities and entertainments 
of various sorts, and of loans all in- 
tended to influence employes in the 
choice of materials. It is evident that 
this inexcusable added cost is tinally 
passed on to the consumers. 


"Corrupt employes having the pow- 


er to" 
1 spoil and. disapprove "materials 


have been able to bid one salesman" 
against another until in many cases 
they have extorted 
secret 
commis- 


sions, so-called as large as 20 per cent 
of the value of the goods sold. 


"Fourtt'cn states have statutes strik- 


ing at the practice and yet it tends 
to grow. When . competition 
crosses 


state lines, state statutes with respect 
to trade practices are not actively 
enforced.
